ries to take with me to Richmond, and
when we left her home sho scorned
most friendly towards me, and In that
way endeavored to persuado mo to ro¬
main with her In tho country and not
return to Uv?. city. I thought it strnngo
that she sbould want me' to go with her
Into the woods, she knowing thnt I· fully
Intended to leavo at 12 o'clock for tho
city, and 1 never drontned of her Inten¬
tion until sho took exception at ? re¬
mark I made, not so much for her good,
but for., tho good of my children, and'
then drew forth a hammer, which sho
had concealed, and attempted to strike
mo^wlth It.

I deny most· em¬
phatically that I ever demanded any mon¬
ey of her; such a thing Is perfectly ab¬
surd, for I know she 'didn't havo any
money nt home, and I didn't think she
